(Last week we published the Bible study of Jehoshaphat, King 
of Judah, the Old Testament good man who avoided the Funda- 
mentalist—Modernist controversy. He allied himself successively with 


Ahab, with Ahaziah, and Jehoram, 


That study told of God’s rebuke 


wicked idolatrous kings of Israel. 
through four prophets, and the 


ruin on Jehoshaphat’s son and grandson and on the nation. Now let 
us examine the excuses and probable reasons for Jehoshaphat’s sin.) 


IV. What Caused the Good 
Man Jehoshaphat to Choose 
Bad Company, to Yoke 
Up With Evil Men? 

It will help us to face our own 
problems and understand the situ- 
ation in the Lord’s work today, 
if we examine what were the 
probable reasons and the sure 
reasons why Jehoshaphat made 
affinity with Ahab and joined in 
partnership with Jehoram and 
other idolatrous and wicked men. 
Some of those reasons are very 
clear. Others we believe may be 

fairly estimated, 


1. How Did King Jehoshaphat 
Justify His Compromise? 


Suppose from the start we ad- 
mit that Jehoshaphat was a good 
man and had good motives. That 
would mean necessarily that he 
did not. honestly face up to his 
sin. Had Jehoshaphat been willing 
to admit that his alliance with 
enemies of the Lord was wrong 
and sinful, then, we trust, he 
would have forsaken the sin. A 
bad man and a vile enemy of God 
and the Bible might say, “You say 
this alliance does not please God? 
So what? So what? I don’t have 
to please God. I will do as I 
please.” But a good man, with a 
sincere heart, who does wrong 
usually deceives himself and 
makes some excuses; not good 
reasons, not the real reasons, but 
plausible excuses which he him- 
self believes or tries to believe. 


How Did Jehoshaphat Feel Toward 
Wicked Ahab? 


Let us imagine a_ conversation 
between Jehu, the son of Hanani 
the seer, who rebuked Jehosha- 
phat and said, “Shouldest thou 
help the ungodly; and love them 
that hate the Lord? therefore is 
wrath upon thee from before the 
Lord.’ What did Jehoshaphat an- 
swer? 

Suppose that Jehoshaphat an- 
swers as follows: 

“Jehu, you have Ahab down 
wrong. That is why you ultra-fun- 
damentalists have lost out in 


these days. To call Ahab ‘ungodly’ 
and to say that he ‘hates’ the 
Lord is not brotherly. It is con- 
tentious. You do not have enough 
brotherly love. The truth is that 
Ahab is not such a bad man as 
you make him out to be. Really, 
most of the trouble is with Jeze- 
bel his wife. But Ahab, while he

“Moreover, brethren, I declare 
unto you the Gospel which I 
preached unto you, which also ye 
have - received, and wherein ye 
stand; by which also ye are saved, 
if ye keep in memory what I 
preached unto you, unless ye have 
believed in vain.

God spoke to Isaiah 
and said, “‘Cry loud, spare not, lift 
up thy voice like a trumpet, and 
show my people their transgres- 
sions, and the house of Jacob 
their sins” (Isa. 59:1). Somebody 
needs to cry aloud and spare not 
against this terrible evil that is 
robbing Heaven and populating 
Hell. We spend millions and mil- 
lions of dollars every year to 
chase down and convict criminals; 
and we have Public Enemy Num- 
be One residing on our public 
squares. But, few people see 
anything to be alarmed about. 
Christians take it as a matter of 
fact and let it alone. That is the

[mean by it. What is the Gospel? 


First, I should like to indicate 
what it is not. 


Not the Bible 


In the first place, the Gospel is 
not the Bible. Often when I in- 
quire, “What do you think the 
Gospel is?” people reply, “Why, 
it is the Bible, and the Bible is 
the Word of God.” Undoubtedly 
the Bible is the Word of God, but 
there is a great deal in that Book 
that is not Gospel. 

“The wicked shall be turned in- 
to Hell with all the nations that 
forget God.” That is in the Bible, 
and it is terribly true; but it is 
not Gospel. 

“It is a fearful thing to fall 
into the hands of the living God.”’ 
That is in the Bible, but it is not 
Gospel. 

Our English word “gospel” just 
means the “good spell,’ and the 
word “spell” is the old Anglo- 
Saxon word for “tidings,” the 
good tidings, the good news, The 
original word translated “gospel” 


which we have taken over into! 


the English with little alteration 
is the word, “evangel,” and it has 
the same meaning, the good news. 
The Gospel is God’s good news for 
sinners. The Bible contains the 
Gospel, but there is a great deal 
in the Bible which is not Gospel. 


Not the Commandments 


The Gospel is not. just any mes- 
sage from God telling man how he 
should behave. “What is the Gos- 
pel?” I asked a man this question 
some time ago, and he answered, 
“Why, I should say it is the Ten 


Commandments and the Sermon 
on the Mount, and I tMnk if a 
man lives up to them he is all 
right.” Well, I fancy he would be; 
but did you ever know anybody 
who lived up to them? The Ten 
Commandments ask of sinful man 
an obedience that no fallen crea- 
ture has ever given. The Sermon 
on the Mount demands a right- 
eousness which no unregenerate 
man has been able to produce. 
The law is not the Gospel; it is 
the very antithesis of the Gos- 
pel. In fact, the law was given 
by God to show men their need 
of the Gospel. 

“The law,” says the Apostle

The friend told him the 
letter had been written four years 
previously on the first anniversary 
of the tragedy. It had heen pen- 
ned to the man who drove the 
death car but was never intended 
to be mailed. The friend had sent 
it to the paper. She also told the 
reporter that the motorist still 
had flowers delivered to the moth- 
er on each anniversary of the 
tragedy. 

The mother? Although still liv- 
ing, she is unable to write letters 
now. In her mind she is still wav- 
ing good-by to the smiling faces 
of her sweet little children. The 
shock and the sorrow of the trag- 
edy was too much for her mind to 
take. Today she is in a mental 
hospital, hopelessly insane. 

To all who claim to be followers 
of the Son of God, I beg you, 
drive with care...

Dr. Culbertson Disagrees with 
Book, “Cooperative Evangel- 
ism,” Defends D. L Moody 

In the August Moody Monthly, 
Dr. William Culbertson, president 
of Moody Bible Institute, reviewed 
the book, Cooperative Evangelism, 
by Robert O. Ferm, of which some 
75,000 copies have been sent out 
(nearly all free) as propaganda 


“supporting Dr. Billy Graham’s as- 


sociation with modernists and his 
yoke with unbelievers. Dr, Cul- 
bertson mentions “several weak- 
nesses in the presentation” as fol- 
lows: 

“First, there seems to be little 


recftnition of the dangers inher- 
ent in cooperation with liberals, 
dangers which are real both for 
the convert and the evangelist. 

“Second, the dismissal of so- 
called proof texts proposed by 
some as relevant to the situation 
is unfortunate. The passing by 
of what to us are very strong pas- 
sages (e. g. Rom. 16:17; II Tim. 
2:21; 3:5) hardly is conducive to 
making the treatise effective. Ad- 
ditionally, it seems to us that the 
treatment of II John 10, 11 is 
weak indeed. 

“Third, in our judgment Dr. 
Ferm has relied too heavily upon 
secular and liberal sources for his 
information concerning D. L. 
Moody. The question of Mr. 
Moody and liberalism was raised 
thirty-five years ago. At the time, 
Dr. Reuben A. Torrey wrote an 
authoritative letter which — ap- 
peared in the Moody Monthly 
(October, 1923). While other mat- 
ters are mentioned, Dr. Torrey 
dealt with Mr. Moody’s relation- 
ship to Henry Drummond and 
George Adam Smith (both quoted 
in Cooperative Evangelism.) Dr. 
Torrey makes clear that though 
Mr. Moody greatly loved Dr. 
Drummond, he would not use him 
after his liberal position was 
known. He shows further that Mr. 
Moody regretted ever having had 
Dr. George Adam Smith at North- 
field and that he told Prof. Smith 
that ‘he was doing the devil’s 
work.’ Dr. Gray did not hesitate 
to use the words in the caption 
over Dr. Torrey’s letter: ‘Mr. 
Paul D. Moody’s Gross Calumny 
of His Honored Father.’ 

“In our judgment, these are 
serious matters which must tre- 
mendously affect the value of the 
book.

The Church 


How can I describe what I saw 
with my own eyes in this church? 
Could you visualize a church seat- 
ing 3,000 people, on a hot, humid 
July Sunday night, with people 
almost running and shoving one 
another in an effort to get a seat? 
Yet that is what I saw in: High- 
land Park Baptist Church both 
Sunday nights—and Sunday morn- 
ing, too! The building was packed 
for each of the Sunday services 
and both Sunday mornings about 
500 folding chairs were placed in 


the aisles and in the rear to fa- 
cilitate the crowds who came. 


This great church has over 
15,000 members and baptizes over 
1,000 per year. There were over 
4,000 in Sunday School botn Sun- 
days—including the various cha- 
pels—and nearly 2,000 in training 
union. I do not recall the num- 
ber of additions the first Sunday, 
but there were about 25 addi- 
tions to the church on the second 
Sunday. Dr. Roberson baptized at 
every main service, just as he al- 
ways does, Sunday morning, Sun- 
day night and Wednesday night. 
The final Sunday he _ baptized 
eight in the morning and seven in 
the evening. 


The services were friendly and 
informal. Prayer reports were 
read and special prayers for the 
sick and sorrowing were olfered. 
One Sunday morning Dr. Rober- 
son lead the congregation in sing- 
ing “Happy Birthday” to a faith- 
ful deacon, then wished him many 
“painless” days (he was a den- 
tist) to come! Visitors were recog- 
nized. and members greeted them 
while “Heavenly Sunshine” was 
sung. Music was plentiful and out- 
standing in quality. It was the 
type of service where the lost 
would feel welcome and the power 
of God could be.manifest. 


The Schools 


Tennessee ‘Temple Schools are 
made up of College, Bible School 
and Seminary. The College offers 
four years of Liberal Arts Train- 
ing with majors in Bible, English, 
History, Music and Secretarial 
Science and Psychology. The Bi- 
ble School offers the Graduate of 
Theology and Bachelor of Bible 
Diplomas. The Theological Semi- 
nary offers work leading to the 
Master of Religious Education 
and Bachelor of Divinity degrees. 
Every faculty member is a Bap- 
tist and very competent in his or 
her field of instruction. This high- 
ly trained group offers a com- 
bined total of over 600 years of 
academic training and experience 
both in classroom and-in Christian 
service. 


The growth of the school, or- 
ganized in 1946, has been phenom- 
enal and with the obvious touch 
of God’s blessing upon it. Their 
first year of operation, meeting 
in the Highland Park Baptist 
Church buildings, saw them with 
109 students and an operation cost 
of $30,328.72. In eleven years their 
student body has grown to 882 
reguiar term students and 312 
summer school students with an 
operational cost of nearly half a 
million dollars. They now have 21 
buildings, worth in excess of 


$648,000. This does not include the 


four buildings and pastorium be- 
longing to the Highland Park 
Baptist Church. The faculty has 
increased to forty-six members 
and the student enrollment comes 
from thirty-seven states and elev- 
en foreign countries. Over 900 
students are expected in the fail 
term which begins September 8&. 
Prospective students should write 
immediately to the Registrar, 
Tennessee Temple Schools, Chat- 
tanooga, Tennessee. 


My impression of this wonderful 
work is akin to what the San- 
hedrin said about James and 
John: “, for that indeed a 
notable miracle hath been done 
by them is manifest to all... and 
we cannot deny it” (Acts 4:16).

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Paul, speaking as a Jewish con- 
vert, ‘‘was our schoolmaster to 
bring us to Christ. But after that 
Christ is come we are no longer 
under the schoolmaster.” 


Not Repentance 


The Gospel is not a call to re- 
pentance, or to amendment of 
one’s ways, to make restitution 
for his past sins, or to promise 
to do better in the future. These 
things are all perfectly right and 
perfectly proper in their place, 
but they do not constitute the 
Gospel; for the Gospel is not good 
advice to be obeyed, it is good 
news to be believed. Do not make 
the mistake then of thinking that 
the Gospel is a call to duty or a 
call to reformation, a call to bet- 
ter your condition, to behave 
yourself in a more perfect way 
than you have been doing in the 
past. 


Not Giving Up the World 


Nor is the Gospel a demand 
that you give up the world, that 
you give up your sins, that you 
break off bad habits, and try to 
cultivate good ones. You may do 
all these things, and yet never be- 
lieve the Gospel and consequently 
never be saved at all. 


THERE ARE SEVEN DESIG- 
NATIONS OF THE GOSPEL in 
the New Testament, but over and 
above all these, let me draw your 
attention to the fact that when 
this blessed message is mentioned, 
it is invariably accompamed by 
the definite article. Over and over 
and over again in the New Testa- 
ment we read of the Gospel. It is 
the Gospel, not a Gospel. People 
‘tell us there are a great many 
different Gospels; but there is on- 
ly ONE. When certain teachers 


came to the Galatians and tried to 


turn them away from the simplic- 
ity that was in Christ Jesus by 
teaching “another Gospel,” the 
apostle said that it was a differ- 
ent gospel, but not another; for 
there is none other than the Gos- 
pel. It is downright exclusive; it 
is God’s revelation to sinful man. 


Not Comparative Religion 


The scholars of this world talk 


of the Science of Comparative Re- 
‘igions, and it is very popular 
now-a-days to say, “We cannot 
any longer go to heathen nations 
and preach to them as in the days 
gone by, because we are iearning 
that their religions are just as 
good as ours, and the thing to do 
now is to share with them, to 
study the different religions, take 
the good out of them. all, and in 
this way lead the world into a 
sense of brotherhood and unity.” 


So in our great universities and 
colleges men study this Science of 
Comparative Religions, and they 
compare all these different reli- 
gious systems one with another. 
There is a Science of Comparative 
Religions, but the Gospel is not 
one of them. All the different re- 
ligions in the world may well be 
studied comparatively, for at 
rock-bottom they are all alike; 
they all set man at trying to earn 
his own salvation. They may be 
called by different names, and the 
things that men are called to do 
may be different in each case, but 
they all set men trying to save 
their own souls and earn their 
way into the favour of God. In 
this they stand in vivid contrast 
with the Gospel, for the Gospel 
does not come to men to tell them 
to do anything, but the Gospel is 
that glorious message that tells 
us what God has done for us in 
order that guilty sinners may be 
saved. 


THE SEVEN DESIGNATIONS 
OF THIS GOSPEL 


It is called 
I. The Gospel of the Kingdom 


And when I use that term I am 
not thinking particularly of any 
dispensational application, but of 
this blessed truth that it is only 
through believing the Gospel that 
men are born into the kingdom of 
God. We sing: 


“A ruler once came to Jesus by night, 
To ask Him the way of salvation and light; 


What Is the Gospel? 


The Master made answer in words true and 
plain, 
‘Ye must be born again.’ ” 


But neither Nicodemus, nor you, 
nor I, could ever bring this about 
ourselves, We had nothing to do 
with our first birth, and zan have 
nothing to do with our second 
birth. It must be the work of God, 
and it is wrought through the 
Gospel. That is why the Gospel is 
called the Gospel of the kingdom, 
for, “Except a man be born again 
he cannot see the kingdom of 
God” (John 3:3, 7). “Being born 
again, not of corruptible seed, but 
of incorruptible, by the Word of 
God, which liveth and abideth for- 
ever .... And this is the word 
which by the Gospel is preached 
unto you” (I Peter 1:23-25). 


Everywhere that Paul and his 
companion apostles went they 
preached the Gospel of the king- 
dom of God, and: they showed that 
the only way to get into that 
kingdom was by a second birth, 
and that the only way whereby 
the second birth could be brought 
about was through believing the 
Gospel. It is the Gospel of the 
kingdom. It is also called 


II. The Gospel of God 


because God is the source of it, 
and it is altogether of Himself. 
No man ever thought of a Gospel 
like this. The very fact that all 
the religions of the world set man 
to try to work for nis own salva- 
tion indicates the fact that no 
man would ever have-dreamed of 
such a Gospel as that which is 
revealed in this Book. It came 
from the heart of God; it was 
God who “so loved the world that 
he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever. believeth in “him 
should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” “In this was mani- 
fested the love of God toward us, 
because that God sent his only be- 
gotten Son into the world, that 
we might live through Him. Here- 
in is love, not that we loved God, 
but that he loved us, and sent his 
Son to be the propitiation for our 
sins” (I John 4:9, 10). And _ be- 
cause it is the Gospel of God, God 
is very jealous of it. He wants 
it kept pure. He does not want 
it mixed with any of man’s theo- 
ries or laws; He does not want it 
mixed up with religious ordinanc- 
es or anything of that kind. The 
Gospel is God’s own pure message 
to sinful man. God grant that you 
and I may receive it as in very 
truth the Gospel of God. 
And then it is also called 


III. The Gospel of His Son 


not merely because the Son went 
everywhere preaching the Gospel, 
but because He is the theme of 
it. “When it pleased God,’ says 
the apostle, “who called me by 
his grace, to reveal his Son in 
me that I might preach him 
among the nations; immediately I 
conferred not with flesh and 
blood” (Gal. 1:15, 16). “We 
preach Christ crucified ... the 
power of God, and the wisdom of 
God” (I Cor. 1:23, 24). No man 
preaches the Gospel who is not 
exalting the Lord Jesus. It is 
God’s wonderful message about 
His Son. How often I have gone 
to meetings where they told me I 
would hear the Gospel, and in- 
stead of that I have heard some 
bewildered preacher talk to a be- 
wildered audience about every- 
thing and anything, but the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


The Gospel has to do with noth- 
ing else but Christ. It is the Gos- 
pel of God’s Son. And so, linked 
with this it is called 


IV. The Gospel of Christ 


The Apostle Peter preaching on 
the day of Pentecost of the risen 
Saviour, says, “God hath made 
that same Jesus, whom ye have 
crucified, both Lord and Christ” 
and He speaks of Him as the 
anointed One, exalted at God’s 
right hand. 

The Gospel is the Gospel of the 
Risen Christ. There would be no 
Gospel for sinners if Christ had 
not been raised. So the apostle 
says, “If Christ be not raised, your 
faith is vain; ye are yet in your 
ging’ (1 Cor, 15:17). 

A great New York preacher, 
great in his impertinence, at least, 


said some years ago, preaching a 
so-called Easter sermon, ‘The 
body of Jesus still sleeps in a 
Syrian tomb, but His soul goes 
marching on.” 


That is not the Gospel of Christ. 
We are not preaching the Gospel 
of a dead Christ, but of a living 
Christ who sits exalted at the Fa- 
ther’s right hand, and is living to 
save all who put their trust in 
Him. That is why those of us 
who really know the Gospel never 
have any crucifixes around our 
churches or in our homes. The 
crucifix represents a dead Christ 
hanging languid on a cross of 
shame, But we are not preaching 
a dead Christ; we are not point- 
ing men to a dead Christ; we are 
preaching a living Christ. He lives 
exalted at God’s right hand, and 
He “saves to the uttermost all 
who come to God by him.” 

This Gospel is also called 


V. The Gospel of the Grace 
of God 


because it leaves no room what- 
ever for human merit. It just 
brushes away all man’s pretension 
to -any goodness, to any desert ex- 
cepting judgment. It is the Gos- 
pel of grace, and grace is God’s 
free unmerited favour to those 
who have merited the very oppo- 


on 


the Holy Ghost with signs follow- 
ing; the Gospel which, throughout 
the centuries, has been saving 
guilty sinners, 


The Gospel Declared 


What then is the content of this 
Gospel? We are told right here. “I 
declare unto you the Gospel which 
I preached unto you, which also 
ye have received, and wherein ye 
stand; by which also ye are saved, 
if ye keep in memory what I 
preached unto you, unless ye have 
believed in vain.” There is such a 
thing as merely believing with the 
intelligence and crediting some 
doctrine with the mind when the 
heart has not been reached. But 
wherever men believe this Gospel 
in real faith, they are saved 
through the message. What is it 
that brings this wonderful result? 
It is a simple story, and yet how 
rich, how full. 


“IT delivered unto you first of 
all that which I also received.” I 
think his heart must have been 
stirred as he wrote those words, 
for he went back in memory to 
nearly thirty years before, and 
thought of that day when hurry- 
ing down the Damascus turnpike, 
with his heart filled with hatred 
toward the Lord Jesus Christ and 
His people, he was thrown to the 
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To one who asked George Muller the secret of his 
service, he replied: ‘““lhere was a day when I died,” and 


as he spoke he bent lower, 
floor. Continuing, he added, 


until he almost reached the 


“Died to George Muller, his 


opinions, preferences, tastes and will; died to the world, 
its approval or censure; died to the approval or blame even 
of my brethren or friends; and since then I have studied 
only to show myself approved unto God.” 


site. It is as opposite to works as 
oil is to water. “If by grace,” says 
the Spirit of God, “then it is no 
more works ... but if it be of 
works, then is it no more grace” 
(Rom. 11:6). 

People say, “But you must have 
both.” I have heard it put like 
this: there was a boatman and 
two theologians in a boat, and one 
was arguing that salvation was by 
faith and the other by works. The 
boatman listened, and then Said, 
“Let me tell you how it looks to 
me. Suppose I call this %ar Faith 
and this one Works. If I pull on 
this one, the boat goes around; if 
I pull on this other one, it goes 
around the other way, but if I 
pull on both oars, I get you across 
the river.” 


I have heard many preachers 
use that illustration to prove that 
we are saved by faith and works. 
That might do if we were going 
to Heaven in a rowboat, but we 
are not. We are carried on the 
shoulders of the Shepherd, who 
came seeking lost sheep. When He 
finds them He carries them home 
on His shoulders. 

But there are some other names 
used. It is called 


VI. The Gospel of the Glory 
of God 


I love that name, It is the Gos- 
pel of the Glory of God because it 
comes from the place where our 
Lord Jesus has entered. The veil 
has been rent, and now the glory 
shines out; and whenever this 
Gospel is proclaimed, it tells of a 
way into the glory for sinful man, 
a way to come before the Mercy 
Seat purged from every. stain. It 
is the Gospel of the Glory of God, 
because, until Christ had entered 
into the Glory, it could not be 
preached in its fulness, but, after 
the glory received Him, then the 
message went out to a lost world. 

It is also called 


VII. The Everlasting Gospel 


because it will never be super- 


seded by another. No other ever | 


went before it, and no other shall 
ever come after it. 

One of the professors of the 
University of Chicago wrote a 
book a few years ago in which 


he tried to point out that some} 


of these days Jesus would be su- 
perseded by a greater teacher; 
then He and the Gospel that He 
taught would have to give way to 
a message which would be more 
suited to the intelligence of the 
cultivated men of the later cen- 
turies. 

No, no, were it possible for this 
world to go on a million years, it 
would never need any other Gos- 
pel than this preached by the 
Apostle Paul and confirmed py 


ground, and a light shone, and he 
heard a voice saying, “Saul, Saul, 
why persecutest thou me?” And 
he cried, “Who art thou, Lord?’ 
And the voice said, “I am Jesus 
whom thou persecutest.” And that 
day Saul learned the Gospel; he 
learned that He who died on the 
cross had been raised from the 
dead, and that He was hiving in 
the Glory. At that moment his 
soul was saved, and Saul of. Tar- 
sus was changed to Paul the 
Apostle. And now he says, ‘I am 
going to tell you what I have-re- 
ceived; it is a real thing with me, 
and I know it will work the same 
wonderful change in you,: if- you 
will believe it.’ 


First of all, “That Christ died 
for our sins according to the scrip- 
tures.” Then, “that He was bur- 
ied; then, ‘that he rose again the 
third day according to the scrip- 
tures.” Notice that phrase, “Ac- 
cording to the scriptures.” The 
Gospel was no new thing in God’s 
mind. It had _ been predicted 
throughout the Old ‘Testament 
times. Every time the coming 
Saviour was mentioned, there was 
proclamation of the Gospel. It be- 
gan in Eden when the Lord said, 
“The seed of the woman shall 
bruise thy head.” It was typified 
in every sacrifice that was cf- 
fered. It was portrayed in the 
wonderful Tabernacle, and later 
in the Temple. 


We have it in the proclamation 
of Isaiah, “He was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was bruised 
for our iniquities, the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon him: 
and with his stripes we are 
healed.” It was preached by Jere- 
miah when he said, “This is his 
name whereby he shall be called, 
the Lord our Righteousness” (Jer. 
23:6). It was declared by Zecha- 


Word is preached tonight. May it 
be the means of causing people to 
fall in love with the Christ-life, 
that they may begin to live the 
Christ-life.” I felt like saying, 
“Brother, sit down; don’t insult 
God like that;” but then I felt I 
had to be courteous, and I knew 
that my turn would come, when I 
could get up and give them the 
truth. 


The Gospel is not asking men to 
live the Christ-life. If your salva- 
tion depends upon your dcing 
that, you are just as good as 
checked for Hell, for you never 
can live it in yourself. It is utter- 
ly impossible. But the very first 
message of the Gospel is the story 
of the vicarious atonement of 
Christ. Jesus did not come to tell 
men how to live in order that 
they might save themselves; He 
did not come to save men by liv- 
ing His beautiful life. That, apart 
from His death, would never have 
saved one poor sinner. He came 
to die; He “was made a little 
lower than the angels for the 
suffering of death.” Christ Jesus 
gave Himself a ransom for all. 
When He instituted the Lord’s 
Supper He said, ‘“Take, eat: this 
is my body, which is broken for 
you: this do in remembrance cf 
me... . This cup is the new 
covenant in my blood’ (I Cor. 
11:24 25). There is no Gospel if 
the vicarious death of Jesus is 
left out, and there is no cther 
way whereby you can be saved 
than through the death of the 
blessed spotless Son of God. 


Someone says, “But I do not 
understand it.” That is a terrible 
confession to make, for .“If our 
gospel be hid, it is hid to them 
that are lost” (II Cor. 4:3). If you 
do not understand this, if you do 
not see that there is no other

riah when he exclaimed, ‘“‘Awake, | 22, 1 


‘O sword, against my shepherd, 


and against the man that is my 
fellow ... . smite the shepherd, 
and the sheep shall be scattered: 
and I will turn mine hand upon 
the little ones” (Zech. 13:7). 


All through those Old Testa- 
ment dispensations, the Gospel 
was predicted, and when Jesus 
came, the Gospel] came with Him. 
When He died, when He was bur- 
ied, and when He rose again, the 
Gospel could be fully told out to 
a poor lost world. Observe, it 
says, “that Christ died for our 
sins.” No man preaches the Gos- 
pel, no matter what nice things 
he may say about Jesus, if he 
leaves out His vicarious death on 
Calvary’s cross. 


Christ’s Death—Not His Life

is rather liberal and does not 
quite believe all the law of the 
Lord as we do, yet he is really 
not ungodly, and we ought to 
count him among God’s_ people. 
Didn’t you know that in Ahab’s 
first campaign against the Syr- 
ians, God sent a prophet to Ahab 
and told him, “Thus. saith the 
Lord, Hast thou seen all this 
great multitude? behold, I will 
deliver it into thine hand this 
day; and thou shalt know that I 
am the Lord.’ And Ahab followed 
God's instruction in © sending 
‘young men of the princes of the 
provinces’ into the battle with 
Ahab leading (I Kings 20:13, 14). 

“And after that battle and vic- 
tory God's prophet came again 
to Ahab and warned him to pre- 
pare for battle at the return of 
the year, a further battle against 
Syrians at the turn of the year, 
and Ahab did. And God gave him 
victory. Jehu, you ought not to 


call Ahab an ungodly man or say 
that he hates the Lord.” 

And Jehoshaphat may have con- 
tinued, “And didn’t. you know that 
when Elisha warned Ahab about 
his sin of taking Naboth’s vine- 
vard, that he repented and served 
the Lord? Yes, Ahab told me how 
he fasted and prayed, and God 
told Elisha that Ahab had hum- 
bled himself and said, ‘I will not 
bring the evil in his days: but in 
his son’s days will I bring the evil 
upon his house’”’ (I Kings 21:29). 

Perhaps Jehoshaphat continued, 
“T don’t think you ought to call 
a man an infidel or an unbeliever 
just because he has those proph- 
ets of Baal around nim, and wor- 
ships Baal part of the time. Part 
of the time he ‘worships the Lord.” 


Jehoshaphat’s Attitude Toward 
His Critics 

How. did Jehoshaphat feel to- 
ward Jehu the.seer and toward 
Micaiah, the faithful prophet in 
the northern kingdom, and toward 
Eliezer, the prophet who told him 
why God had destroyed the fleet 
of ships which he; in unholy al- 
liance with Ahaziah, king of Is- 


rael, had built? How did he feel 
toward Elisha, who had spoken 
so scornfully in his presence 
about the two evil kings with 
whom he was allied in his war 
against the Moabites? 

I can imagine that he said, 
“Don’t you know it is a sin for 
you to criticize God’s man such 
as I am? I am king of Israel, 
anointed of God. I am of the line 
of David. Not only so, but God 
has greatly blessed me. I have 
carried on evangelistic work all 
over Judah. I have sent the Le- 
vites to teach the law, and princes 
of Israel with them. I have de- 
stroyed the high places. God won- 
derfully answered my prayer in 
the defeat of the invading armies 
of Moab, Ammon, and the Edom- 
ites. Don’t you know that in the 
Psalm of David it is said that 
God rebuked kings for trying to 
kill God’s prophets and _ said, 
‘Touch not mine anointed, and 
do my prophets no harm’?” (Ps. 
105:15). 

Of. course, the simple truth is 
that the prophets who rebuked 
Jehoshaphat in this matter were 
speaking for God, and Jehosha-

phat was speaking against God. 
And the truth is that when wick- 
ed kings tried to kill God’s proph- 
ets, even as Jehoshaphat’s father 
Asa imprisoned the good prophet 
who warned him against compro- 
mise with Ben-hadad, God was 
taking the part of the prophets 
against wicked: men who wanted 
to kill them, not against good men 
who warned God’s people of God’s 
laws and urged them to cbey God. 
But Jehoshaphat counted himself 
God’s man. He had had such a 
place of prominence that he was 
irked at any kind of criticisin. 
He thought he was above criti- 
cism because he was the king and 
because God had chosen him for 
a great work. 


Jehoshaphat had around him a 
great many men who doubtless 
defended his actions. They re- 
joiced that Judah had a king now 
who had been greatly blessed of 
God. Was not Jehoshapnat against 
(That is, he was against 
Baal down in Judah, though he 
was not against Baal up in Israel 
where Ahab ruled). And no doubt 
with a few suggestions, these de- 
pendents and courtiers of Je- 
hoshaphat, with many of the Le- 
vites, were set to talking about 
these obstreperous fundamental- 
ist prophets. “I have decided it is 
nothing but envy that makes Jehu 
criticize™Jehoshaphat,’ one of 
these Levites would say. “He is 
simply jealous because for all his 
preaching he never got such 
crowds and he never had such 
prominence given him as Jehosha- 
phat has gotten in the Lord's 
work. It is professional jealousy! 
Shame, shame!” 

Another of Jehoshaphat’s sub- 
sidized Levites probably said, “Je- 
hu and Micaiah and Eliezer and 
Elisha are. simply Pharisees, that 
is all. God has passed them by 
and they are living in the past. 
Poor, jealous fellows!” 


But What Does Jehoshaphat Say 
About the Evangelistic Tours 
Through His Nation and About 

His Own Children and Others 

Who Will Be Influenced by 

His Compromising With 

Baal-Worshipers and 
Wicked Men? 

Doubtless Jehoshaphat said 
about the converts, “I follow them 
up the best I can. I’ve got the 
Levites teaching them.” 

But Jehu may have said to Je- 
hoshaphat, “But these babes, 
these little ones, will they not fol- 
low your example? What will be 
the result when they too listen to 
Ahab and Jezebel and the priests 


of Baal? And what will be the 
result when all these Levites that 
you have out preaching the law, 
work to excuse your compromise? 
Will it not lead the babes in 
Christ into sin and unbelief?’ 


. It is probable that Jehoshaphat 
answered, “We must leave the 
converts in the hands of God. 
Don’t you think the Spirit of God 
has power enough to protect all 
these Levites who follow me and 
the converts of their preaching— 
to protect them from the priests 
of Baal and the influence of 
Ahab? You seem to have no con- 
fidence in the Spirit of God!” So 
other good men have sometimes 
said and so perhaps. Jehoshaphat 
said. But God’s Spirit could not 
prevent evil reaping from evil 
sowing. Even Jehoshaphat’s son 
married Ahab’s daughter. 


But “I Will Never Change My 
Message. I Will Go Anywhere, 
Keep Any Fellowship, Make 
Any Alliance, as Long as There 
Are No Strings on My Mes- 
sage,’ Jehoshaphat Probably 
Said 
Jehoshaphat certainly must 
have rationalized his actions. How 
would he explain his going with 
the modernists of his day, with 
the false religionists, the wicked 
men of his day, keeping their 
company, sponsoring them, hon- 
oring them? How would Jehosha- 
phat rationalize that? 


No doubt Jehoshaphat would 
say, “You needn’t worry about 
me. I am never going to change 
my message. And Ahab doesn’t re- 
quire it and Ahaziah doesn’t re- 
quire it. 1 will go anywhere, keep 
any fellowship, have any partner- 
ship that is for the good of my 
nation Judah, but I will never 
change my message and my 
faith!” 

I think that Jehoshapnat actu- 
ally said something like that and 
I am certain in my mind that he 
believed it or tried to believe it. 

But did Jehoshaphat actually 
change his doctrine, change his 
message? The simple fact is that 
When he ran with Ahab he did 
not condemn Baal worship. When 
he went with idoelators he did not 
condemn idolatry. His message, 
his integrity as-& man of God, 
was-trimmed down to fit his com- 
pany. I think he did not mean to 
do that, just as other good men 
do not mean to trim their mes- 
sage, but they do. - 


No doubt when Solomon mar- 
ried Pharaoh’s daughter and then

hand in hand with it? “Cry aloud 
against the sins of the people,” 
cries the Book. But there is not 
much “crying aloud” in the mod- 
ern sermon. “Reprove, rebuke,” 
cries the Book (II Tim. 4:2), but 
there is very little reproving and 
seldom any rebuking in the mod- 
ern sermon. 


A few moments ago I said my 
subject was, “Repeal Has Suc- 
ceeded.” What do I mean by re- 
peal? There are many of our 
young people who cannot remem- 
ber the time when all saloons and 
beer taverns were outlawed. On 
August 1, 1917, the United States 
Senate passed a National Prohibi- 
tion Amendment; the House of 
Representatives, by a vote of 282 
to 128, passed a substitute meas- 
ure, concurred in by the Senate 
on December 18, 1917, providing 
a constitutional amendment em- 
bracing national prohibition. Gone 
were the saloons, beer taverns, 
whiskey ads. 


In 1933, after Congress had 
passed the 2list Amendment, 
which automatically repealed the 
18th, National Prohibition came to 
an end by a decree of President 
Franklin D, Roosevelt (Dec. 5, 
1933). 


In bringing this message let me 
say I have nothing but the utmost 
sympathy for the person who has 
become a slave to the drink habit. 
This discourse is not directed 
against him or her, but rather to 
the one who makes it, sells it, and 
to the crooked judge or officer’ 
who permits. the law to be broken 


Who Is for Booze? The Maker, 
the Seller, the Advertiser, 
the Drinker 


There are three classes of peo- 
ple who aré opposed to what I am 
saying and will always be found 
on the side of the licensed saloon. 
First, the distiller and the brew- 
er; next, the saloonkeeper, the 
tavern owner. They are after 
money and they have no regard 
for the lives of the many that are 
ruined because of their hellish 
business. 


The majority of newspapers and 
magazines are in favor of the sa- 
loon because they are making mil- 
lions out of advertising. One na- 
tional publication was paid more 
than four million dollars in one 
year to advertise the liquor busi- 
ness. 


I think you can begin to see 
that if we take the profit out of 
the liquor traffic it would not last 
six months. A few are growing 
rich while multitudes are becom- 
ing poorer. The last class that is 
in favor of the liquor traffic is the 
so-called Christian. I think they 
are the lowest bunch of all. They 
go to church Sunday morning and 
look as though they could fly to 
Heaven, and then run into the 
corner saloon that night to get a 
bottle of beer. They go to the 
polls and vote for the man who is 
in favor of the licensed saloon. 
Many preachers fall into this cate- 
gory.

299 other heathen princesses who 
brought their idols with them to 
Jerusalem, Solomon said, “But I 
will never change. I will be true 
to God. I will follow in the steps 
of my father David.” And doubt- 
less he meant to do so, but his 
wives stole his heart away and in 
his old age he went into idolatry. 
He brought a curse on the nation 
and particularly on his son Re- 
hoboam. 

I am certain that Simon Peter 
thought to himself when he: went 
and sat down by the fire in the 
courtyard with the soldiers who 
would soon crucify Jesus, “I'll 
never change, I promised Jesus 
that I would die for Him if need 
be. I'll be true to Him.” But did 
Peter change his message? Yes, 
without choosing to dc so, In a 
spurt of sudden temptation he de- 
nied that he even knew Jesus, de- 
nied that he was one of Jesus’ 
disciples. He cursed and swore. 
Peter no doubt had intended that 
he would never go back on Jesus, 
never change his allegiance or his 
message, but bad company ruins 
anybody. No one can be sure he 
will stay straight if he runs with 
the wrong crowd. Bad company 
ruined Solomon, ruined Lot down 
in Sodom, ruined Samson with his 
head in the lap of Delilah, and so 
it. ruined Jehoshaphat.. 


A modern evangelist said, “I 
will go anywhere, under any spon- 
gsorship, just so there are no 
strings on my message.” I do not 
doubt that he meant it. But it did 
not work out that way. 

When he went to speak in Un- 
fon Theological Seminary with 
mever a hint that the infidelity 
which has ruled there for years 
was wrong, he put strings on his 
own message. 
stood before those infidel profes- 
sors and those poor deceived min- 
isterial students and 'said, “I 
spent the day yesterday with Dr. 
Bonnell and Chuck Templeton,” 
he was thus assuring them that 
he-kept the company of men-just 
like them and that he would not 
attack them. His message already 
had strings on it and he put the 
strings on it himself. 

And when the same evangelist 
wanted to say that he hoped there 
would be some permanent results 


of his crusade in the converts, he|- 


picked out Henry Van Dusen, no- 
torious unbeliever in the essen- 
tials of the Christian faith, as an 
example of the converts he want- 


ed to come out of his campaign. | 


He had already put strings on his 
own message. 

And that good evangelist 
preached on Hell recently. But 
now, while he used to attack mod- 
ernism, and where in his book he 
said all preachers ought to attack 
modernism, he has put strings on 
his message, to avoid offending 
modernists about Hell. He starts 
his sermon on Hell: by saying 
“Hell is not a sadistic torture 
chamber,” and he assures his aud- 
ience that some preachers have 
made Hell so hot with such a 
vivid imagination that they have 
made it “abhorrent to the love of 
God.” That language pleases mod- 
ernists, of course, very well But 
it is not Bible language. 

‘And though he preached on 
Hell, he gave assurance that mod- 
ernists like Albert Schweitzer 
would not go there. He said, 
“Could Adolph Hitler and Albert 
Schweitzer go to the same place?” 
You see, when he runs with mod- 
ernists, he must make modernists 
sure that he does not mean them 
when he preaches about Hell for 
Christ-rejecters. He puts strings 
on his own message. 

And so did Jehoshaphat. And 
so does every man who runs with 
unbelievers and disobeys the plain 
command of the _— Scriptures 
against yoking up with unbeliev- 
ers.

But what about the plain warn- 
ings from God, brought by God’s 
prophets, Jehu and Micaiah and 
later by Eliezer, all of them re- 
buking the sin of the unequal 
yoke? What would Jehoshaphat 
have to say to that? 


Very likely Jehoshaphat said 
something like this: “You rank 
fundamentalists disgust me! God 
has bypassed you. You have al- 
ready lost out in the northern 
kingdom, Israel, because you are 
so cantankerous. My father Asa 
had a man like that, Hanani the 
seer. He quarreled at my father 
and said that it displeased God for 
Asa to have friendship and part- 
nership with Ben-hadad,_ the 
heathen king of Syria. My father 
had no patience with that kind 
of fundamentalism. So he put him 
in prison, 

“There was that old prophet 
Elisha. He had no influence with 


turned against “rank fundamen- 
talists”..before Jehoshaphat re- 
fused to listen to them. 

No doubt Asa said to prophet 
Hanani, “Who are you to criticize 
me? Am I not God’s anointed? 
Hasn’t God blessed me by restor- 
ing great power to Judah? Has 
He not answered my prayer? 
Have I not gone out as an evange- 
list and turned multitudes in Ju- 
dah back to God? Who are you 
to criticize God’s. anointed?” 

And Jehoshaphat also thus felt 
and doubtless so spoke to the 
prophets who rebuked him. Je- 
hoshaphat sinned after the sins 
of his father Asa, Asa was a good 
man, and the Devil always finds 
it easier to use a good man than 
a bad man to lead others astray. 


You remember that according 
to Galatians, chapter 2, Peter led 
others, including good old Barna- 
bas, Paul’s long-time companion, 
into dissimulation and compro- 
mise, When Satan has a wolf, he 
dresses him in sheep’s clothing. 
When he has a false prophet, he 
makes him look like an angel of 
light. And the Devil can do more 
harm with a good man than with 
a bad man, Even today if some 
man who was obviously an unbe- 
liever and obviously against the 
Bible and historic Christianity 
should appeal to fundamental peo- 
ple to drop their differences and 
join with the National Council of 
Churches and yoke up with mod- 
ernists in denominational enter- 
prises and in revival efforts, it

So Jehoshaphat may have ex- 
cused himself for disobedience to 
the plain commands of God, and 
for not heeding the rebuke of 
God’s prophets. 

What were the real reasons for 
Jehoshaphat’s sin? 


2. Jehoshaphat Followed His 
Father Asa’s Example 


Jehoshaphat was a good man. 
No doubt one reason he was a 
good man is that he had a good 
father, 


Asa before Jehoshaphat was a 
good man. “And Asa did that 
Which was good and right in the 
eyes of the Lord his God: For he 
took away the altars of the 
strange gods, and the high places, 
and brake down the images, and 
cut down the groves: And com- 
manded Judah to seek the Lord 


God of their fathers, and to do 


the law and the commandment” 
(II Chron. 14:2-4), 

Asa took away the high places 
and images. Asa prayed to God 
and had great victories over the 
Ethiopian army of a million men. 
Then Asa continued great reforms 
and entered into a covenant with 
the people that they would seek 
the Lord and serve Him with all 
their heart. And God blessed Asa. 

But Asa compromised by yok- 
ing up with Ben-hadad. When Ha- 
nani the prophet rebuked him, 
Asa was angry and put him in 
jail, “for he was in a rage with 
him because of this thing.” And 
Asa oppressed other people who 
objected to his compromise at 
that time. Then Asa was diseased 
in his feet, “yet in his disease he 


sought not to the Lord, but to 


the physicians.” So he died. Je-. 
hoshaphat succeeded him. and fol- 
lowed in his footsteps. 

When a man is a good man 
like Asa, should not one follow his 
steps? If an evangelist now holds 
great meetings, and if he is a 
good. man with God’s_ blessing, 
then should we not all do as he 
does? No, that was part of the 
sin of Jehoshaphat. He followed 
the sins of his father, as well 
as the good deeds of his father. 

I think it is quite clear that 
Asa’s rebellion against the proph- 
et of God probably made it so 
his son, Jehoshaphat, would not 
listen .to God’s prophet. Asa had 


% 
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would have little effect. But when 
Satan uses some famous Chris- 
tian, a man who preaches the 
Gospel, a man- who gets crowds 
and gets people saved, then Satan 
has influence through a good man 
that he could not have through 
a bad man. So Jehoshaphat fol- 
lowed his good father in his bad 
deeds. 


.3,..No. Doubt Jehoshaphat Made 


His Alliances With Evil Men in 
the Hope of Prosperity and Eco- 
nomic and Political Security 


It is a little shocking to say 
that a good man takes a certain 
course of action for personal gain, 
though it is often true. And the 
motive is not always clear even 
to the man who follows it. No 
doubt Jehoshaphat wanted his 
kingdom to be strong. He wanted 
to be able to maintain the control 
of the Edomites, Moabites, Am- 
monites, Philistines, and those of 
Libnah, who were subject to him. 
No doubt he felt that he would 
be stronger to have the king of 
Israel and the armies of Israel 
on his side. He was thinking about 
his material prosperity and the 
strength of the nation. And he 
was depending on man instead of 
God 


Why should an evangelist in 
these days sometimes have mod- 
ernists on his committees, and 
why should he seek the sponsor- 
ship of ungodly men and of world- 
ly institutions for his revival 
campaigns? The answer is that 
thus he hopes by human influence 
and prestige and “pull” to get 
crowds that he thinks he could 
not get otherwise, to get money 
for the Lord’s cause, of course, 
which he thinks he could not oth- 
erwise secure. He hopes to do 
God’s business with man’s meth- 
ods and instruments. He looks for 
security and for prosperity and 
for success in human terms in- 
stead of divine terms. So it was, 
no doubt, with Jehoshaphat. So it 
doubtless is now. 


In a recent great campaign in 
New York City, there is no doubt 
that some modernist supported 
the campaign because the evange- 
list went first to Union Theologi- 
cal Seminary and made friends 
there. There is no doubt that 
some rich man helped support the 
campaign because the Catholic 
millionaire, Eddie Rickenbacker, 
and the famous publisher of Life, 
Time, and Fortune magazines, 
Henry Luce, were on the com- 
mittee,. And no doubt the invita- 
tion by the Protestant Council 
(the local affiliate of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches) got 
more human support in money 
and prestige and attendance from 
those particular crowds than one 
could have gotten through other 


fundamentalists.” 


sources, depending on human 
means and influence. But no one 
has to depend on human influence 
to do God’s work. At any rate, 
those who compromise always 
have the motive of apparent suc- 
cess measured in human terms 
and visible to human eyes, and 
in some sense a success that is 
of the werid and brought about 
by worldly means and so apparent 
to worldly eyes, though those re- 
sults are not always exactly the 
same in God’s eyes as they are 
in men’s eyes. At any rate Je- 
hoshaphat certainly intended to 
strengthen his kingdom and his 
place of rulership by getting the 
help of ungodly men. 


4. The Deep Underlying Reason 
for Jehoshaphat’s Compromise 
Was His Carnal Nature, Which 
Always Naturally Shrinks From 
Taking the Reproach of Christ 


We had as well face it; Je- 
hoshaphat was not alone; we are 
made of the same flesh and have 
the same temptations and some- 
times the same sins. Our trouble 
and Jehoshaphat’s trouble is the 
same. The trouble is that we are 
born with a fallen nature. We are 
tainted from birth. We have the 
old man within so that as Paul 
said, “When I would do good, 
evil is present with me.” We have 
the constant struggle of the flesh 
against the spirit. 

And human flesh rebels against 
crucifixion. The carnal nature 
shrinks from taking the zveproach 
of Christ. We want to be on the 
inside with the crowd of this 
world instead of being on the out- 
side with God’s despised few. The 
human nature wants to be with 
a great crowd outside the ark in- 
stead of with those poor eight 
souls, such a pitiful minority as 
Noah and his family were, before 
the flood! The natural man wants 
to stay in Egypt as the son of 
Pharaoh’s daughter instead of for- 
saking Egypt and going out with 
that rable of slaves, the Jews, 
in the wilderness! Moses faced 
that, and by . faith he forsook 
Egypt, “choosing rather to suffer 
affliction with the people of God, 
than to enjoy the pleasures of 
sin for a season.” For he counted 
tié*reproach of Christ greater 
riches than the wealth of Egypt. 
But as Moses sought the reproach 
of Christ long before Christ was 
born, Jehoshaphat .could have 
done and ought to have done. But 
he did not. 


Many, many people are genu- 
inely saved, but are not willing 
to die daily. not willing to bear 
the reproach of Christ. 

Jehoshaphat -wanted-to reign in- 
stead of to suffer. But -this age 
is not the age of crowns, it is the 
age for crosses. This is not the 
age for worldly popularity for the 
children of God. It is a time when 
even Christ is despised and re- 
jected of men, and when the ser- 
vant is not greater than his Lord. 
The world that hates Jesus will 
hate us, too, if we are as clear cut 
in opposition to sin and in separa- 
tion from wickedness as He Him- 


self was, “holy, harmless, unde- 
filed, separate from™® sinners” 
(Heb. 7:26). 


Why do men today go on in 
great denominations, sending 
money to support - modernistic 
causes with which they do not 
really agree?—-because they do 
not want people to cail them 
names. They do not want to be a 
part of “splinter groups.” They 
do not want to be called “extreme 
They do not 
want to be thought “contentious” 
and to be accused of lacking love. 
They do not want people to call 
them Pharisees, hypocrites, nor to 
say that they are only envious of 
the success of others. who do thus 
compromise. 

Jehoshaphat compromised part- 
ly because he gave way to the 
flesh and the love for the world 
and so was not willing to take the 
reproach which naturally comes 
to those who stand out alone for 
Christ in a gainsaying and wicked 
world. 

And whatever excuses men give 
now when they seli out, when 
they call the wicked brethren, 
when they yoke up with unbe- 
lievers, when instead of pronounc- 
ing a curse on those who bring a 
different gospel as Paul did (Ga- 
latians 1:8, 9), they. join hands 
with the wicked, send converts in- 


to infidels’ churches and sneer at] ¢ 


the fundamentalists—I do not say 
that these who compromise are 
altogether aware of the pull of 


the flesh, but it is there. I do; 
not say that they are altogether 


at home in the company of mod-: | 
ernists. They must have some of | 


the troubled conscience that Je- 
hoshaphat had when he kept in- 
sisting on hearing what a prophet 
of God had to say about his al- 
liance with Ahab. Surely some 
times, like Lot, who sold out to 
bad company down in Sodom, they 
must vex their righteous souls 
over the ungodly deeds of the 
Sodomites with whom they are 
partners and friends and spon- 
sors. But whether they under- 
stand it or not, those who run 
with the wrong crowd do it very 
largely because they are unwilling 
to bear the reproach of separa- 
tion from sin. They are not will- 
ing to be in the minority. They 
are not willing to be a failure in 
the eyes of the world when they 
could by pulling a few wires, and 
by patting some infidels on the 
back, and turning some converts 
over to these unbelievers to wreck 
their faith, thus gain the smile 
of the world and the approval of 
the ungodly and even of unthink- 
ing and immature Christians. 


Let me say a closing word to 
every reader. This world is not 
your home. Our citizenship is in 
Heaven. We should remember the 
plain warning of the Saviour, 
“Woe unto you, when all men 
shall speak well of you!” We 
should remember that our orders 
are very plain, “Let us go forth 
therefore unto him without the 
camp, bearing his reproach. For 
here we have no continuing city, 
but we seek one to come” (Heb. 
13:13, 14). 


Those who suffer with Christ 
now will reign with Him later. 
And I must as God’s preacher and 
prophet give a solemn warning. 
One who yokes up with unbeliev- 
ers now may lose the reward he 


has earned._In connection with ° 


the plain instructions of II John, 
verses 7 through 11, that we are 
not to count one a Christian who 
does not abide in the doctrine of 
Christ, we are not to receive him 
into our houses nor to bid him 
Godspeed—TI say, in the same pas- 
sage Wej aré warned, “Look to 


yourselves, that,.we, lose not. those .. 
things “Which we “have wrought, — 


but that we receive a full re- 
ward.” A Christian by selling out 
with unbelievers may do so much 
harm that he sOBES much of his 
reward. 

The same warning is given us 
in Revelation 3:11, “Behold, I 
come quickly: hold that fast 
which thou hast, that no man 
take thy crown.” Oh, what shame 


if we should win-«many souls. and 


Pra alales 


then by setting such a pattern as 
to do great harm to the cause of 
Christ, should lose the neavenly 
reward that God wants to give 
soul winners! 

We have preached on an Old 


Testament saint who compro- 


mised. Now let us close with a 
New Testament Scripture of spe- 
cific. instruction: 

“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 


gether with unbelievers: for what: 


fellowship hath _ righteousness 
with unrighteousness? and what 
communion hath light with dark- 
ness? And what concord hath 
Christ with Belial? or what part 
hath he that believeth with an 
infidel? And what agreement hath 
the temple of God with idols? for 
ye are the temple of the living 
God; as God hath said, I will 
dwell in them, and walk in them; 
and I will be their God, and they 
shall be my people. Wherefore 
come out from among them, and 
be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing; 
and I will receive you, And will be 
a Father unto you, and ye shall 
be my sons and daughters, saith 
the Lord Almighty.”—II Cor. 6: 
14-18,
